This is so fucking raw and dirty with a sound 
that’s heavily inspired by early Swedish raw punk like 
ANTI CIMEX and THE SHITLICKERS. My favourite 
EP of 2008. 

THE WANKYS - Best Of Hero LP 
The debut album from Leicester’s noise punks. I could 
have gone for the more recent split LP with EXIT 
HIPPIES but this is my favourite. Fourteen songs of GA1 
/ SWANKYS noise worship on puke green vinyl. Still 
makes me want to yank my doodle. 

PISSCHRIST - Victims Of Faith LP 
No doubt one of the best D-beat crust albums of the 
year. This second album is a total insane D-bcat raw punk 
attack that leaves most D-beat crust bands well and truly 
in the shade. If you only bought one album in 2008 then 
this should’ve been it. 

APPALACHIAN TERROR UNIT-Greenwashing LP 
I haven’t had this album long but this is quickly becoming 
one of my favourites. Powerful crushing crust punk with 
awesome female vocals taking full inspiration from bands 
like NAUSEA. Intelligent lyrics and great artwork make 
this the perfect album. 

WARVTCTIMS - Lognen Om Fredsavtalct LP 
It wasn’t easy choosing a WARVICTIMS release as 
there’s been so many this year. This is the second full 
length album from this Swedish raw D-beat crust band 
and along with their <f Bellum Se Upsum Alet” EP this is 
probably some of their best material so far. 

LEBENDEN TOTEN - Near Dark LP 
A total fucking distort-a-rama from these PDX noise 
punks, ihis is their second 12” release which is just as j 
good if not better than last years “Death Culture 
Deprivation” 8” The title track “Near Dark” is flicking 
mindblowing. I fucking love this. 

AVSKUM - Uproar Underifran LP 
Back with their fourth album of blasting D-beat hardcore. 

1 hese Swedish legends have returned to their roots with 
sixteen songs of DISCHARGE / ANTI CIMEX j 
influenced D-bcat crust. Their best album yet. 


GASMASK TERROR - Architects Of Death EP 
Raw fucking BOX kang punk. Six new songs of quality 
D-takt that continues the same high standard as previous 
releases. Fucking breath-taking riipunk that gives 
IO TALTTAR a run for their money. 

GIFTGASATTACK / MARDROM - Split LP 
Fucking awesome Swedish raw punk coupling from the 
excellent D-takt & Riipunk Records. Raw distorted 
crasher crust from my current favourites 
GIFTGASATTACK and brutal D-beat crustcorc from 
MARDROM. This is still paying frequent visits to my 
turntable. 

WOLFBRIGADE - Comalive LP 
This just managed to make the list. This is the fifth long 
player from these Swedish D-beaters that totally 
reinforces my belief that WOLFBRIGADE are the 
masters of Scandi crust genre. It doesn’t get much better 
than this.

BESTIlOVEN/WARVICTIMS - Split EP, INVASION 
- La Caza 12”, DISSYSTEMA — T he Silent Earth LP., 
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HOLOKAUST (The leaders of the fuckin assholes) 
are a D-beat crust punk band from Riverside / San 
Bernardino, California. They formed back 1999 and 
are currendy working on their second full length 
album. The following interview was conducted with 
Riouxbn, Bryin and Jason via email. 

Can you give us some history to HOLOKAUST? I 
When did the band start? Have you always had I 
the same three piece line up in HOLOKAUST? 

I Riouxbn: The band started in the summer of 99 the I 
I original members were me Randy and Jsin z. They I 
I eventually quit and its me and Bryin and Jason. 

I Jason: You were the guitar player to weren’t you? I 
I Riouxbn: Ya 
| Jason: Ha 

I Bryin: When the other members quit Rawbert joined I 
I in about 2000 or so to play guitar and Riouxbn went I 
1 to bass which worked perfectly then around 2002 Jsin I 
z quit and I joined. 

When you started did you have a set idea of what I 
HOLOKAUST should sound like? 

Riouxbn: Actually we were influenced by early UK I 
punk and we just kinda ended up with this sound we I 
plug in and play and whatever comes out we just go 
with it. 

Bryin: When I first started I had seen HOLOKAUST I 
I play before I was in the band and they had this Raw I 
energy with a depressing feel that made you wanna go I 
completely mad and I definitely try to live up to the [ 
way I remember those shows. 

Apart from the obvious influence of I 
DISCHARGE and D-beat I can hear some peace I 
punk influences. Would you agree and did you 
form HOLOKAUST specifically to play this style | 
of music? 

Riouxbn: Not necessarily I do like a lot of peace | 
punk but no. 

Bryin: No, peace punk is one of our big influences I 
and the peace punk scene out here is really cool but 
were not here to specifically play peace punk style 
although I think no matter what style we play well 
always sing about peace and the idea of it so our 
music should always be considered peace punk to 
some degree. 

What bands have influenced HOLOKAUST the I 


most? 

I Riouxbn: Well obviously DISCI IARGE. 

I Jason: IRON MAIDEN Ha Ha. 

| Bryin: Definitely IRON MAIDEN. 

Riouxbn: Alot of the 80s UK stuff and a lot of | 
foreign stuff but also American bands and the 80s, 
Biyin: DISCLOSE, DISCHANGEJOY DIVISION I 
and RECHARGE, 

I What is your inspiration when it comes to writing 
I the lyrics? 

Riouxbn: The lyrics have a lot to do with what’s I 
I going on in the world and all the horrible shit human | 

] beings do to each other. 

I Who writes the lyrics? Are they written by one | 

I member or is it a collective effort? 

Riouxbn: They're mainly written by me but it’s a I 
collective effort the music is written by all of us. 

What about writing the songs? Do all the I 
members contribute to the song writing? How J 
does that work? 

Riouxbn: It’s a group effort, 

Bryin: The three of us get together in a blistering I 
inferno of a garage and jam out until we hear 
something and then go with it. Jason’s always pulling 
out some different instrument from the eighties, 
blows the dust off and starts jamming out with it and 
we flow with it and that’s how we get a lot of song | 

1 structures. 

I Jason: It’s all of us. 

] Is the artwork on your records as important to | 
I you as the music and lyrics? 

I Riouxbn: Ya for sure 1 consider it all one piece of | 
art. Artwork and music all go together. 

Bryin: It’s a visual of the music. 

Who did the artwork for the “Into The Void Of | 
Oblivion” album? 

Riouxbn; We all contributed to it 
Bryin: Alan from Despotic Records put the finishing I 
touches on it and Rawbert drew the inside sleeve and 
thanks to Don Of The Dead for the insert photos 
and Rawbert came up with a collection of flyers from | 
the past seven years some with UK SUBS, THE f 
VIBRATORS, TRAGEDY, even RISSTETYT from 
I when they came to California it’s basically like | 



summed up history of the band and a tribute to the 
bands we played with. 

Your currently working on new material for a 
second album. How’s that going? When can we 
expect to see it released? 

Riouxbn: It’s slow, well slowly but surely were doin 
the whole thing ourselves right now so it’s a slow 
project but were shootin for the end of 2008 maybe 
around December. 

What can we expect from the new album? When | 
we talked before you mentioned how the new 
material will be pushing the D-beat genre into a 

I whole new unknown direction. Can you expand | 
on that? 

Riouxbn: Were going to try some new things, we 
noticed there’s to many bands playing the same song I 
twenty times and calling it an album so we want to try 
to keep it a little more interesting with out losing our 
roots. 

I Jason: Well its kind of weird, all of us have a I 
different influence and our music is growing it’s not 
just DISCHARGE influence alone anymore its 
definitely growing the way l see it our styles together 
arc Fucking Rippin. 

Bryin: I think Jason’s the most beneficial factor on 


the new album because it’s a new guitar player a new I 
sound and he picks up one of his instruments and you | 
fed the noise. 

| How did you get involved with the DISCLOSE I 
tribute album? What songs have you covered? I 
Are you big DISCLOSE fans? 

Bryin: We were privileged to play with them in 2004 I 
when they finally came to California with NO I 
FUCKER. Wc have all been fans of them for years I 
Riouxbn used to write to them back in the day before I 
the internet destroyed everything. 

Riouxbn: Ihe guys and girl from Morbid Massakre I 
Records contacted us. 

Bryin: Ya Morbid Massakre got all kinds of good I 
bands to play on it we just had to be on it. Wc put 
’The Blood” and "Holocaust By The Air Raid” which I 
are great songs that don’t get the attention like 
"World Conquest” docs so hopefully by us doing this I 
will bring these songs and DISCLOSE a little more | 
well deserved attention 
Are any members of HOLOKAUST involved in I 
any other bands? What other projects are you 
involved in or have been involved with? 

Riouxbn: Wc barely have enough time to do this we I 
all got jobs and kids. Basically ever)’thing gets in the I 








I way. This is all of our free time right here. 

I Do you get to play live much? What types of I 
I places do you usually play locally? What about 1 
| tours, festivals etc? 

I Riouxbn: We mainly play clubs and we did 
I west coast tours. 

I Biyin: Its always fun going up to Oakland to hang I 
out with those guys and DEATHTOLL Were 
looking forward to going to the east side to go hang 
I out with AGHAST. We never go anywhere. Were 
always trapped here. 

What is it like living in Riverside, San Bernardino 
as far as the scene is concerned? Are there many 
people involved, bands, zines, labels etc? 

I Riouxbn: Ha ha ha there isn't much of a scone were 
I kind of alone out here in its interesting though you I 
always wake up in someone’s house.

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WARYICTIMS are a fucking awesome D-beat raw crust I 
| band from Sweden. They formed in 2006 and have gone 
on to release numerous records taking D-bcat back to its 
roots. This interview was conducted with Fiscn and | 
Fctebob via email. 

Can you give us some history to the band? When and I 
why did WARVICTIMS start? Is it correct that the f 
band started as drunken project? 

Fisen: There is not much to say. Boredom and I 
restlessness started this band. I known Challe for a very 
long time and we have been playing together in other 
bands and projects before wc started with 
WARVICTIMS. Wc rehearsed and did our first recording 
in june 2006, you know the rest. Lots of members have 
passed through the two years we have been active. The 
j only two members who have been present at all 
recordings are me and Challe. 
i You started WARVICTIMS specifically to play back I 
to the roots D-beat raw punk? Apart from the 
obvious influence of DISCHARGE what other bands j 
initially inspired you to start WARVICTIMS? 

I Fisen: This might come as a shock to you but I 
DISCHARGE has never been an influence to f 
WARVICTIMS, at least not to me! I think it’s a damn lie 
I when zines write that we sounds similar to DISCHARGE 
cause I think that DISCHARGE is quite a lame band and 
I don’t consider us to sound anything at all like them. The 
main influence when wc started this band was crust/punk 
I bands from the mid 90. We wanted to keep it simple but 
raw, in the same vein as all the other "DIS-kang” bands 
from that period. Just like most of those bands we only 
I write lyrics about war and injustice. Why change 
winning concept? Haha. 

Fetebob: Forme WARVICTIMS represent both back to I 
the roots d-bcat and serious retrospect on past wars and 
new ones going on now. It’s not only music that inspired 
to start this shit its the fukking stinking life who keeps 
fukking up all the time. Personally I’m inspired by 
DISASTER and CRASS (in lyrical sense), DISFEAR and 
I bands like that.. DISCHARGE is in my and the others 
harts foreverl 

You’ve had a couple of line up changes since you I 
started. How long has this current line up been 
together? Who plays what? 

Fisen: Wc still don’t have any official line-up. For our I 
proposed European tour we asked some friends to help 
I us out. This was supposed to be the line up on tour: 
Challe: vocals, Fisen: ’ guitars/vocals, Fetebob: j 

guitars/vocals, Ced: bass, Granaten: drums. 

Who writes the lyrics? Are they written by one I 
member or is it a collective effort? 

Fetebob: Challe writes most of the lyrics but wc all I 
contribute with ideas I guess, it can be a drawing or an 
instant thought written down on bus ticket.. 

Fisen: Yeah, most of the lyrics are written by Challe. His I 
really into writing lyrics and for every new subject he 


search information on internet like a maniac. Sometime I 
think that he’s putting down to much energy on the lyrics. 
But that’s the way he wants to have it and there is nothing 
I wrong in being well-read on the topics you arc writing 
about. In the end I think his lyrics turns out really good. 
You have songs in both Swedish and English? Why j 
both instead of one or the other? 

Fetebob: Well, its important to sing in a language that I 
most understand though we want to keep some of our I 
native writings as well.. Some songs come out better in 
I Swedish. For me it doesn’t really matter if wc write in 
Swedish or English as long as people get the message I 
across. 

Fisen: I personally like the Swedish language better, it I 
feels in some strange way better and rawer to sing your 
I mother tongue. All of our songs are more or less about 
war, starvation, oppression etc. You know...nothing new, 
j just ordinary punk lyrics. I guess that we all know what I 
it’s all about by now. Haha, 

| Are any members of WARVICTIMS involved in any I 
other bands? What about bands before 
I WARVICTIMS? 

Fisen: Yes, all of us have played in other bands before 
WARVICTIMS and some of us play in other bands 
today. I hate the focus on what other bands you are / 
been involved with. I prefer to not talk about my other 
bands. I want people to listen to WARVICI1MS with | 
objective ears, you know? 

Fetebob: Yes there arc other bands.. In time you all will I 
know.. For now lets just say we are in some bands. 
How do you write the songs? Is it something that I 
happens spontaneously when you rehearse or does 
one of you come ready prepared with a specific idea? 
Fisen: We don’t rehearse that often, it’s very rate. It’s I 
more or less just for the recordings. Wc arc spread across 
Sweden which makes it hard to rehearse on daily basis. 
This is sad because l would love to rehearse more often. 
So far I have done all the music but since Fetebob joined I 
the band we have done some awesome songs together. 
Fetebob joined the band last year and the split 12” with 
| FLYBLOWN is his first recording with, so you will hear I 
; our collaboration on that record. Slight a little different 
sound from our previously songs. I think it sounds much 
rawer. It’s easy to walk the same old paths when you’re 
doing all the music by yourself. I’m glad that Fetebob 
wanted to play with us so that he can contribute with new j 
riffs and ideas. 

The song “Fucked For Life” is about drinking J 
booze, taking pills and getting fucked up. How 
much of an influence does alcohol and drugs play in 
WARVICTIMS? 

Fisen: My life has always been a fucking mess with 
depressions, anxiety and drugs/alcohol abuse. It all I 
started when I was around 12-13 years. It came to a point I 
in my life when I had to change my way of living or I 
would end up like a wreck. Today I rarely drink or taking I 











drugs because every time I do I’m getting into lots of | 
troubles, hurt my loved ones and do things that I 
normally wouldn’t do when I’m sober. I still enjoy a cold 
beer in the sun and I’m still taking pills in form of | 
medicine for my anxiety attacks. 

Fetebob: Yes we are heavily inspired by our lifestyle 
which is very chaotic at times, this started as a drunken 
project remember? There are so many things fukking up 
all the time and sometimes life is just to much of a 
burden.. I honestly don’t like getting shitfaced so much as 
I used to in my early teens but its habbit I’ve got and 1 
have, at times, to keep supply to my body to not fucking I 
die on me. 

Can you tell us about your latest EP “Bellum Se 
Ipsum Alet” and LP “Ldgnen Om Fredsavtalet”? 
What do the titles mean? 

Fisen: It’s really hard to give the right translation but I’ll I 
give it a try. “Bellum Se Ipsum Alet” is latin for “War I 
Breeds War”. “Ldgnen om fredsavtalet” is Swedish and 
means something like ‘Tbe lie of the peace agreement” 

At the time when we recorded the “Bellum Sc Ipsum I 
Alet” 7 inch was the beginning of my black metal period 
so you might heat some influences from the Norwegian 
black metal scene. “Lognen Om Fredsavtalet” is straight 
forward d-beat with dual vocals; expect nothing less then 
ktedious WARVICTIMS raw punk d-bcat mayhem style. 


What about the split EP with CHOKE COCOI and j 
the split LP with FLYBLOWN? Have you found 
labels to release these yet? f 

Fisen: At present time we have 5-7 different labels who 
shown interests for the split 7” with CHOKE COCOI, 
but nobody wants to be in charge for the whole project. 
D-Takt & lUpunk will release the vinyl version of the 
split with FLYBLOWN. I sent the master to the pressing I 
plant yesterday so hopefully it will be out in September. 
Black Seeds will release the CD version. Jery at BS have 
[ released the tape version of “Until Man Exists No More” 
and he’s also released the CD version of “Ldgnen Om 
Fredsavtalet”. He’s a great guy who’s doing a great job 
and so far wc have only good experience with him. Wc 
will also contribute with one track (Victims) for the 
DISCLOSE tribute compilation CD he’s about to release. 
Tell us about your label D-Takt St RApunk Records? 
When and why did you start the label? Do you have a 
strict agenda when it comes to what style of music 
and bands you release? 

Fisen: When we first started with WARVICTIMS it was 
really hard to find any serious labels who wanted to i 
release our stuff. We did our first release by the end of 
2006, the mini CD “When The Innocent Cry” with 
WARVICTIMS. Back then it was not serious at all, we 
even called the label WARVICTIMS Records. We saved 



some money and released some 7” in the end of 2007 
with no expectations that the label would turn out the 
way it did We just wanted to release our own music. But 
then we got in contact with tons of great bands through | 
the zine that we wanted to help out and release too. So 
that’s why we started D-takt & IUpunk Records. “D-takt 
& R&punk” is Swedish for “D-beat & Raw punk” and j 
that’s what kind of music we love and listen to ourselves, j 
I think that we have released lots of amazing bands so far, 
don't you think so? Just check out our discography with f 
bands like; MOB 47, GIFTGASATTACK, NUCLEAR 
DEATH TERROR, DISSOBER, TORTYR, 
MARERIDT and so on... I couldn’t believe it when we 
first got in contact with MOB 47 and when they agreed to 
release there double LP/CD at our label. I have listened 
to them since I started to listen to punk in the early 90. 1 
I would never have thought that I someday would release a 
record with them. We have more awesome upcoming 
releases to come like; "RAW HATE” (brutal and 
| distorted raw punk) “KROSSA” from Japan, 
“SPRITVEV” ("members of’ band, I think they reminds 
| of TOTALITAR), GIFTGASATTACK 12” + some | 
other shit. So keep your eyes and ears open. 

I You also publish a zine called Skidiv!. How long I 
have you been putdng it out? How many issues have 
| you done? What’s in a typical issue? 


Fisen: We started around 2005 and the first issue got out 
j February 2006. We have done nine numbers so far and I 
we’re going to do one last number (#10) and after that I 
we’re done with the zinc. Sad but true. It’s very funny and 
rewarding to do a fanzine but since it’s a true old school 
cut and paste zine it takes lots of time to put it all I 
together. We just ain’t gpt the time anymore and it feels 
j like each new number is a recurrence of the previous 
ones. Skitliv! were a big practical joke from the beginning 
to the end. The funniest part is that most of the readers 
took it dead seriously. I don’t know if you ever heard 
about the Swedish fanzine “Sika Apiira”? It was Ftnnen 
(Finn Records) and Jallo (MEANWHILE / 
KVOTERINGEN / Finn) who did that zine and it was 
really good. It’s hard to explain but they did not asked the 
same old questions like all the other zincs did. And they 
provoked lots of people with their according to my called j 
humour. Like “Sika Apara” we wanted to provoke the 
readers and the scene in general, and I think that we’ve I 
manage really well with that. Punks have no sense of I 
j humour, I mean; you have to be able to make a joke 
without getting lynched. There are so much narrow¬ 
minded punks in the scene today and it seems like it’s 
more important what patches you have on your stud vest 
then what’s happening around the globe today. I’ve met 
punks that think it’s cool to be an alcoholic and doing 














drugs, well trust me, it’s not. We just wanted to make fun I 
of all this. Our tensions was never to hurt anybody, we I 
just wanted people to think for themselves with an open I 
mind. 

Which aspect of playing in WARVICTIMS do you I 
prefer the most? Recording and releasing records or I 
touring and playing live? 

Fisen: Since we never have played live I would have to I 
say recording. I would love to play live with I 
WARV1C11MS but the situation with members all across I 
Sweden makes it really hard to get the band together. l | 
prefer to play live cause when you play live you have less I 
pressure oh you. You only have a good time with your I 
friends on stage and with the people in the audience. 
Fetebob: Due to various reasons we have not played live I 
at all in our existence. You know, many times members I 
has disappeared or got arrested for drunken disorderly I 
stuff.. It got to die point where we just said fuck it, we I 
don’t play live. But we are shaping up a bit now and want I 
to do a serious attempt to do a tour and see how this is I 
gonna work out. I like playing live but it's not all in the I 
band who does and they have to have a say about it too. I ■ 
Can you tell us about your European tour and why I 
you decided to cancel? Did you have any I 
expectations about the tour? 

Fisen: Well as you know the whole tour is cancelled due I 
various reasons. Challe have been depressed the last 5-6 I 
month, and his not the only one. But he felt that he I 
couldn’t go on tour and that his anxiety would increase if I 
he did. We have to respect his choice, but I’m not saying I 
that we’re not disappointed at him who tells us this with I 
such short notice. Wc were all really looking forward to I 
this tour. 1 love being out on tour. First of all you can just I 
put aside all problems back at home and focus on having I 
fun with my friends. I like travelling, see new places, meet I 
new and familiar faces, play with other great bands and so I 
on. It was out first tour so we did not have any I 
expectations at all. We were supposed to do 18-20 shows I 
in three weeks. Starting at “ShitTown” and end at "Play I 
j Fast Or Don t ’ festival in Czech. Read more about why I 
wc had to cancel the tour at our myspace profile with a I 
personal blog both from Challe and the band. 

What bands are you currently listening to? What are I 
your favourite bands at the moment? 

Fisen: At the moment 1 mostly listen a lot to black metal I 
and old school hard rock bands like DARKTHRONB I 
SATYRICON, AC/DC, WASP, BLACK SABBATH, I 
MAYHEM, GORGOROTH, IRON MAIDEN, I 
NA1TEFROST, LED ZEPPELIN etc. I would say that I 
I AC/DC and DARKT1IRONE is my favourite bands at fl 
the moment. 

Fetebob: Hm.. the recent DYSTOPIA LP is played on a I 
daily basis, so is DISASTER and DISCLOSE and various I 
English anarcho punk such as FLUX and THE SEARS, I 
ANTISECT... I just totally love DISORDER so I have to I 
name them too. 

Top five favourite Swedish bands? 

Fisen: MOB 47, DISCIIANGE / MEANWHILE, I 
DISPEAR, WOLFPACK, MARTYRDOD. Ask me the I 
same question next month and I would probably name I 
drop other bands. 

Fetebob: Oh,. NODVARN, SKITKIDS, MARDROM, I 
MOTORBREATH, WARVICTIMS, haha!! 

DISCHARGE or ANTI CIMEX? 


I Fisen: ANTI CIMEX no doubt! I have never liked 1 
I DISCHARGE that much. I actually think that they are a I 
I way overrated band who isn’t that raw and brutal that all 
I other punks claim. I bought “Never Again” in the early 
I 90, but I thought it was quite lame songs so I never paid 
I to much intention into them. Everybody is nagging about 
I all their classic hits and records so I ordered “Hear 
I nothing, See nothing, Say nothing” and “Why” some 
I month ago to hope that it would prove me wrong. I must I 
I admit that they had 3-5 good songs on the albums. BUT I 
I there are million other bands in the same veins which 
I sound so much rawer. ANTI CIMEX for example. Haha. 

I Fetebob: Hm, Fisen is gonna be pissed with me now but I 
I I have to go for DISCHARGE here. “Why” 12" totally I 
I blew me away when I first heard it and it still does I 
I everytime I play it.. ANTI CIMEX did some amazing I 
I stuff both in their early age and later. I think "Raped Ass” j 
I and the "Country Of Sweden" 12" are masterpieces which 
I never gonna fade in their rawness. 

I Any last comments? Anything else you want to say? 

I Fisen: Pm so sorry you had to wait this long for the I 
K answers, things have been Ricked up the last weeks. Hope I 
I you understand. Anyway thanks for your interest. T like I 
I the previously Agitate numbers you sent me and Pm I 
I looking forward for more numbers in the future. Keep up f 
I the good work Chris! Time will tell what will happen to 
I WARVICTIMS in the future. Wc have recorded four new 
I songs that will be released as a 7” by Abuse Records from 
I Belgium. D-beat will never die, sec you all in hell! 

I Fetebob: Phanx Chris for letting us have a say in yer I 
I zine, I enjoy reading Agitate so it’s a pleasure for me to be I 
in here myself. The summer of 2008 will be a great time I 
I for WARVICTIMS and I hope to see some of you out I 
there. Chris, bring us to England!!

Manifesto for the Swedish part of the network 

NO ONE IS ILLEGAL 

I The earth belongs to everyone. All people have the right | 
to move freely around the world and settle anywhere. 

! According to the principle “from each and everyone by i 
[ ability to each and everyone according to need” we have j 
the right to take part in our earth using care and respect j 
akin to societies resources on equal grounds. 

'Ihc network. No one is illegal acknowledges no national 
borders, except as a political idea, in which we have no 
moral obligation or interest in accepting or upholding. A 
person bom in one place has no greater rights to it than 
anyone else. This must not end as a vision, but must be 
practised. We do not recognize the rights of states, 
organisations or individuals to limit people’s movement 
I across borders or label this “illegal” migration. 

To us the right to free movement is inseparable from the | 
right to take part in the social life under equal conditions. 
Until national borders are erased, we work towards giving | 
all people inside a states borders the same social, political j 
and economic rights and obligations. We oppose all I 
political attempts to use immigration and migration as a 
weapon to undermine salary levels and social safety net j 


inside a states borders, for example: recently immigrants 
I were forced to work in the country under worse 
conditions that the rest of the population.

I but it’s still very simple to the point crasher crust just the 
I way we want it. Yes it’s still a drunken project ya know \ 
I but yes we take it more seriously now. What happens 
| happen you know.. I want to play this sort of music and 
J since not many people in Sweden do it maybe it can be 
I interesting for them to hear it, I don’t know. 

I Micke: I really can’t remember, but yes it was a very 
I drunken idea for all most a year before even starting to 
I rehearse, but it got serious pretty fast 1 think. 

I GIFTGASATTACK is heavily influenced by j 
I Japanese crasher crust. What are some Japanese 
I bands that have influenced the band the most? Do all j 
I the members share the same love for Japanese i 
I crasher crust? 

I Pen Oh yeah, that’s the whole idea of the band but we 
[ have no boundcries whatsoever so there is lots of | 
influences from England and the States as well. Personally 
I 1 listen a lot to DISCLOSE, ZYANOSE, CONFUSE I 
KROSSA, UNARM, GLOOM and STAGNATION and I 
1 GAI for example. Rabbin is the Japan-freak in the band 
I but he has got me into it and I love it too. When we first 
I started I think FRAMTID was the number one influence 
together with TOTAUTAR and DISCLOSE. 

I Micke: I say DISCLOSE is a very heavy influense. I dont 
have the same diehard love for it as Rabin or Per, I listen | 

I very much to old school American punk, and old thrash 
I metal and raw punk from all over. 

I What about some of the American distort noise punk 
bands like LEBENDEN TOTEN, AGHAST, 
HELLKONTROLL etc. Are you fans of these 
I bands? 

Pen Yes of course, I love all of those bands and 
especially LEBENDEN TOTEN which 1 can’t stop j 
I listen to. I think this kind of thing is only happening in j 
I Japan and the US, the interest for this music or anti music j 


I GIFTGASATTACK hail from Sweden and play raw 
I distorted chaotic punk heavily inspired by Japanese 
crasher crust bands like GLOOM, DISCLOSE 
I FRAMTID etc. They have so far released the “Distort 
I Trash Destroy” demo, a split EP with DISLICKERS and 
j split LP with MARDROM. The following interview was j 
I conducted with Per, Micke and Rabbin via email. 

Can you introduce the band? How did j 
I GIFTGASATTACK come about? Pm I right 
I thinking the band started out just for fun with some I 
drunken sessions? When did the band start to | 
become more serious? 

I Pen Well first off we have drunk as fuck Rabbin on I 
I vocals. He has the most genuine collection of Japanese 
] records I know about, in Sweden anyway. Granath plays 
I drums and is a better drummer than you would expect at 
first sight, hehe. I play guitar and make fucked up solos. 
The newest member is Memphis who just got in on bass. I 
We know him very well from other projects and he is an 
ace guitarist but now he must settle for this raw punk 
madness for a while. Hoggc is the second singer, he is 
always out travelling Europe so we must always try and 
find him when we have gigs. GIFTGASATTACK started 
I as a sick joke or something from Rabbin and Tailen (the 
I former singer) where they tried to convince some stupids j 
in Sweden they had done the “Vftga Tanka Sjalv” EP 
from FEROCIOUS X... The band didn’t exist for real 
before 1 was asked to join in and I started making songs, 
however, we didn’t have any rehearsal room or anything 
j so it all just laid to waste. Erik moved in at Rabbins and 
I Tallens place and helped out getting a rehearsal space and 
| he started to play bass and we asked Granath to join in on 
I drums. Back then we had no sound or didn’t know what j 
I we should play but we had an idea of Japanese distortion. 

| in time we have refined all the elements in our music (?) 


whatever you like is not so big anywhere else but of I 
course there are exceptions. DEAD NOISE is a good I 
band. There arc cool bands like BLINDED I 
HUMANITY and PEACE OR AN111LATION in I 
Singapore which deserves to be mentioned. 

Micke: I dont know. 

How would you describe the progression of the I 
bands sound from the “Distort Trash Destroy” demo I 
to the split EP with DISUCKERS and more recent I 
split LP with MARDROM? I would say the split LP I 
sounds more controlled and less chaotic than the I 
earlier releases. Would you agree? 

Per: Yes its better songs now but we would like to keep I 
the hysteria in the music which hasn’t worked out that I 
well I’m afraid.. I mean I like our recordings a lot and 1 I 
think its good songs but it’s not as raw as we sound live I 
and we must try and capture this for upcoming I 
recordings. I think the split with DISLICKERS is the best I 
we have done sound wise. It was a total drunken I 
escapade, no one remembers anything, hchc. I think we I 
wtfl go for the cassette-portable sound again.. Wc I 
progressed too fast and got too technical to fast.. We are I 
not done with the raw shit. 

Micke: Yeah I would agree, on the MARDROM split we I 
I recorded on better equipment than earlier, and we had I 
j rehearsed a lot more also. 

How did the DISLICKERS and MARDROM splits I 
I come about? What makes you decide which bands to I 
do splits with? Is it the music, friendship etc? How I 


I did you get involved with D-Takt & Rdpunk 
I Records? 

I Pen Well we know the people in this band and wc 
I wanted to do something together since we were the only 
I raw bands wc knew at the time. A friend of mine just 
I started up this D-takt Och RSpunk label and thought it 
I was a good idea. We are friends with the label that’s why 
I we release there. f 

I Micke: Have no idea, it’s Per who is the brain and 
I driving force when it comes to that. 

I Who writes the lyrics? What are the lyrics to the song 
I “Krigshdg” about? 

I Pen We all help in the process of writing lyrics, | 
I sometimes it s in a flink of a moment or somebody comes 
I up with a good idea. As we have progressed musically we 
I have done some shaping up with the lyrical content as I 
I well. “Krigshog” means High on war and it’s about how 
I you as a soldier must drug yersclf to be able to make 
these atrocities war is about. To be honest it’s a really 
shitty lyrical content to that song but it’s a good riff and 
we like to play it. 

Micke: Everybody writes lyrics in the band, I don’t know 
ask Rabin about Krigshog.. 

What about the song “House Of Joy”? I’m I right in 
thinking the song is about the Ungdomshuset 
eviction? I remember seeing MARTYDOD play K- 
town in 2005. Did you play there much? How did you 
feel about the eviction? 

j Pen Yes you are right in ycr experience of the song. Wc 









have dedicated this song to the house since we all hung 
out there from time to time and went to good shows. I 
have played there both with ACURSED and I 
MARTYRDOD and I think the history’ of the house 
from a activist point of view is important to remember 
and cherish. Die Danish society declared war with us by 
doing this and the fight are long from over. 
Micke: 1 have never played there but been there drinking I 
and having fun, it sucks ass that bullshit eviction. 

Some members of GIFTGAS ATTACK are also I 
active in other bands like ACURSED, 
MARTYRDOD, D6DSD0MD etc? How do you 
handle priority issues between the bands? 
Per. Well, there arc no complications about this since 
both ACURSED and DODSDOMD are not active at j 
this time. Now I only play in AGRIMONIA, 
MARTYRDOD (which never rehearse) and j 

GIFTGAS ATTACK so there is plenty of time for us... 
and I think we have to keep the fire burning as it is now I 
and do as much shit as possible before it burns out 
Micke plays in some bands.. 

Micke; 1 play drums in MOTORBREATI1 also, the j 
priority has not been a problem at all actually. 
Per, tell us about your new raw punk crasher crust I 
band KIRAI? Sounds like there’s some serious 
fucking CONFUSE worship going on? What’s the 
line up? What plans do you have? 

Per liaha, yeah.. I had to get away from my shitty life in I 
Gothenburg so I went to my old hometown just to rclaxe 
a bit.. Ilcnka from DISCOVER lives there and we are 
! good friends so we started talking about this since I had 
| an idea of a band that would sound like this. He has a 
portable studio so we went in the rehearsal space and just j 
did three songs and recorded them, no shit just doing it. 

It came out pretty good so we made a decision to make I 
another recording the following week which we did. It I 
i came out even better this time and I’m satisfied with it. I I 
have already spoken to D-takt Och Rapunk so maybe wc j 
release a 10 song cassette in the near future. We are only 
two persons so this will only be studio project. 

What is like living in Gothenburg as far as the scene I 
; is concerned? What do you like and dislike about the j 
Gothenburg punk scene? Any cool bands, zines, 
labels etc we should know about? Is there many DIY | 
gig spaces for bands to play? 

| Per. It’s getting better and better but as a city it still sux. 

| Scene wise we have lots of bands right now but it’s the I 
same pople in all of them. SEITAN and BLOOD OF j 
THE GODS are great bands when it comes to D-beat. I 
myself play in AGRIMONIA which I think is a fairly 
good band. Since the scene is so very small and there is so I 
much drugs and alcohol involved it can get somewhat I 
chaotic at times so that's when 1 don’t like it so much. | 
From what I know of there is no zinc coming out here 
but I might be wrong I don’t hang out so much anymore. I 
| Rabbin has his Warsong label but apart from this I don’t I 
know. There is a good venue here with decent people 
arranging shows at Underjorden. It’s a small DIY | 
collective that book punk bands from around the globe. 
There are also some attempts to politicize the scene I 
which is really welcome... and some friends are trying to 
bring the squat movement alive again after 20 some years. 
We have to wait and see what the future brings but as it is I 


now it can only get better. 

Micke: 1 like a lot here in Goteborg, lots of punks lots of I 
gigs, Spatt and Punk Illegal ate two organizations that I 
arrange punk and crust gigs, very good. GOO, THE 
TOILET, TVARKORT, MOTORBREATH are good 
bands, look em up. I think its too much finger pointing in 
the scene not enough chaos and disorder. 

Rabbin, tell us about your label and distribution 
Warsong? When did it start? What releases have you 
done? Any future releases in the works? 

Rabbin; Ok I dont really know if there is much to say 
about it 1 also run a Dist & Confuzed with a friend from | 
Halmstad. I wanted to do something by my own. 
Something more personal, mainly focusing on rawpunk I 
and other things that 1 find interesting. I think it started 
when I was asked to release BESTHOVEN / ! 

| ALTERNATE SYSTEM split 7". After that I 

GIFTG AS ATTACK / DISLICKERS and split 12" with 
MARDROM. Those are split “’releases with D-takt & 
Rapunk. Now I'm waiting for the split 12" with BETON 
and CAD from Slovakia. I’ve been friends with the guys I 
in BETON for some years so I was just glad to put some 
money in the release. Next release will be 
| GIFTGASATTACK split T with BESTHOVEN I think. 

! Rawpunk bands fed free to contact me for possible 
| releases! www.warsong.nl is address to the poorly updated 1 
page. Hopefully I will get some motivation to take care of I 
it better! 

What’s next for GIFTGASATTACK? Are you still I 



planning to do an EP for Noxious Noize!? What j 
about a full length album? 

Pen Yes we have recordings for a 7” and the split 7” with I 
BESTHOVEN so hopefully this will come about before 
the end of this year. We will continue to make noise and I 
try and make it more harsh than before. The upcoming I 
I recordings will be less quality but greater in noise. I feel j 
we have to play as much shows as possible before we 
make an LP since we make songs too fast and we can’t 
even play them, haha. Yeah, Noxious Noise arc really 
cool and its cool that they find interest in us.. We would 
like to come over to England and play and maybe our 
friends in THE WANKYS can arrange that. They come | 
over in October for some shows with us in Norway and 
Sweden. 'Those who live will see. 

Micke: Next up is a split EP with a band a cant I 
remember right now and a EP with only 
GIFTGASATTACK on. 

Favourite DISCLOSE record? 

[ Per: Oh this is too hard, hehe.. I like the sound of I 
“Nightmare Or Reality” LP.. But all the seven inches are [ 

| fukking great.. I don't know really. 


Micke: Most of them 
Rabbin: Each record is a masterpiece. 

I DISORDER or CONFUSE? 

I Per Oh, I’d say both but I go for CONFUSE since they I 
I refined the DISORDER sound and made it more chaotic j 
I and shortened the songs. 

I Micke: DISORDER deluxe 
I Top five favourite Swedish bands? 

1 Per: NODVARN, DISCO VOLANTE, SKITKIDS, 
MIASMAL, MISANTROPIC 
Micke: UNCURBED, ANAL FURTILAISER, 

NODVARN, NO SECURITY, TOTALITAR. 

Any last words or 
I comments? f 

j Pen Wei!, bring us to England!! Thanx mate for the 
I opportunity to be seen in yer zirie, I have always liked 
Agitate. Please everybody help make raw punk alive again! j 
Micke: Well thank you very much for the interview, 
check out MOTORBREATH and have a drink 
Rabbin: 'Thanks for showing interest! If anyone want our I 
I records or other shit check www.warsong.nl or send an f 
I email to skitlivet@gmail.com. Thanks again! 








DISKONTROLL was formed on June list, 2006. 
Even being a new band, we've always pass through 
some nice things. We recorded a split with 
D0DSDOM from Sweden totally in a do it yourself 
way and we have played with some bands that we like 
a lot and admire, like RATOJS, ARMAGEDOM, 
ROT, LOBOTOMIA, SEE YOU IN HELL (Rep. 
Tcheca), SUBCUT, DESASTRE, SOCIAL CHAOS 
and others. 

Our first line up was Pcnna on guitars, I^esado on the 
bass, Denito on drums and Bonga in the vocals. In 
this way we made our first job, the Capitalist 
Genocide split CD. Six months later we had our first 
line up changing: Penna left the band and Eabricio 
(cx-CONTRASTE BIZARRO, ex-EXECRADORES 
and ex-CLANG OR) took his place. After this 
changing we dcccidcd to star playing with 2 guitars 
and then Josimas, who played guitar and sang on the 
classic anarchopunk band called EXECRADORES. 
Some gigs later Eabricio leaves the band to live in 
Europe, in Sweden. Eor luck we've already had a 
substitute, Fravo from the thrashcore band FxSxDx. 
After record with us the songs for the two splits 7", 
with the bands THE PATH and FULL OF 


HATRED, Fravo leaves the band to dedicate more 
on other projects. Diego, guitarrist and vocalist from 
the vegan crust band ACID RAIN, is playing with us 
now. With this line-up we recorded three songs, two 
for a 7" split with the Croatians from NULLA OSTA, 
and one DISCLOSE cover (Darkness) for the Black 
Seed Records DISCLOSE tribute. 

Unfortunately, after this record sessions, the start- 
member of the band, Denito (DEFY AND 
DISARM) leave the band. Zorcl (ex 
EXECRADORES, ex CONTRASTE BIZARRO and 
ex PELIGRO) is playing drums now. We like to 
continue our work on punk crust scene.
